according to the War Office at 
Tokyo, rest with Japan. It is 
pointed out that this reluctan: 
to undertake “major operations” 
as distinct from the “minor 
loperations” which have so clos 
ly oceupied the attention of the 
League of Nations for ov 
fifteen months, will be maintain 
ed unless “the Chinese compel 
Japan to take action.” The dis- 
Positions of the War Office at 
Tokyo are therefore at the 
Imerey of “disorganised” and 
“chaotic” China, ‘The dilemma 
could not be stated in clearer 
terms. Its significance will be 
appreciated and it certaily illus. 
trates the complexities of an 
enterprise which is neither a 
“full-fledged war” a series of 
‘major operations” nor, if the 
guess may be hazarded, an ex- 
periment {n international amity. 
The outward and visible signs 
lof the actions of the Japane 
Army and of the troops, irre- 
gular and regular, engaged in 
opposing it are hardly dis- 
tinguishable from those which 
would be apparent were a state 
lof war to exist between the two 
countries. Yet diplomatically 
there is peace. The soldiers on 
both sides are mobilised and at 
times come into contact with 
each other. ‘They find them. 
selves compelled to proceed as if 
iey were anxious to fight. They 
do fight. They also arrive at 
stated intervals at some kind of 
agreement which enables them 
to suspend hostilities. Mean- 
‘while at Geneva their respective 
Governments are bearing testi- 
mony to a mutual abhorrence of 
jwar. At Geneva this procedure 
is perfectly feasible, Even the 
angriest word may be deprived 
fof all power to wound by the 
soothing influences around. The 
soldiers are not in so favourable 
position. They have to take 
the facts confronting them in 
‘the shape of rifles which emit 
bullets, guns which fire shells, 
aeroplanes which drop bombs, 
and to dispose themselves accord- 
ingly. So, while generally they 
may be able to go through the 
motions of a peace parade, they 
Jaro perforce exposed to incidents 
which make such motions in- 
appropriate. They find that even 
[the adoption of a defensive at- 
titude may, in some degree, sug- 
gest aggression or at any rate 
inspire aggression in response.

Nor does he ap- 
parently pause to consider the 
position of Marshal Chai 
‘Hsueh-liang who has been eriti 
cised for imperfectly arranging 
for the defence of the North 
against possibilities which might 
arise from the ever-increasing 
difficulties of the Japanese 
‘troops just over the border. 
‘There can hardly be any doubt 
of the sincerity of the Japanese 
Government's desire to, avoid the 
extension of its Army"s respon- 
sibilities to Chihli, Yet there 
must be doubt of the ability of 
‘that Government to ensure fulfl- 
ment of $0 admirable a desire, 
0 long as the War Office makes 
‘its plans dependent on Chinese 
movements, It would seem that 
Japan has to consider very care- 
Gully whether the process of ad- 
vancing into the territory of a 
country which can make but lit- 
ttle effective resistance can be 
given a definite limitation, In 
‘the North she has learnt. that

‘When ‘General Su Ping-wen

‘At Shanhaikuan resistance was

of relying solely on. that hope, 
linked up as it is with a vague 
apprehension of Chinese move- 
ments, consists in the fact that 
‘the Japanese Army, by the very 
reason of the policy which its 
General Staff appears to have 
adopted, pl 8 initiative into 
the hands of the Chinese.

‘together from the actuals

and Jehol, is it likely that the 
further encroachment of Japan- 
ese troops will hasten the ap- 
proach of stability? Some there 
‘are who affirm that banditry on 
a large scale may be expected to 
arise from any aggravation of 
the situation round the Great 
Wall, If the Chinese were a1 
xious to save the Japanese Army 
from itself there might be some- 
‘thing to be said for the War 
Office's policy of “waiting on 
China.” “Nothing has happened 
in the last year to suggest that 
‘such solicitude is active either 
at Nanking or Peking. Moreover 
‘the constant acceptance of hard 
blows by a weaker opponent is 
apt, in the long run, to produce 
a numbed sense of resignation 
from which the spitit of stead’ 
growing resistance may be sur- 
prisingly developed to the even- 
tual embarrassment of | the 
stronger party. The “fledgling,” 
in fact, may come home to roost 
in disconcerting guise. The 
Japanese War Office cannot 
affora to leave that possibility 
out of account.

So here in China, 
there in Japan and even. in 
Europe and America, candid 
enemies declare that the League 
is on the point of cracking and 
candid friends demand that it 
should do something or other for 
the sake of its prestige. This 
inspires the “Daily Mail,” in its 
fervour of delight at repudiating 
all decent conceptions of fair- 
play, to imagine that Chinese 
politicians expect the League to 
roll like a Himalayan bear, down 
{the hillside in physical rebuke of 
a recalcitrant member. No 
responsible supporter of the 
League of Nations, in calmer 
moments at all events, would 
encourage such a view. 
judging from the spec 
Chinese leaders, the criticism to 
be made of them is that they. 
‘are too little ready to recognise 
what influence the League has 
been able to assert, without 
resorting to measures which, 
beside being incompatible with 
its principles, would be clearly 
impolitic and, indeed, fatal-to 
its existence.”

And yet 
there is infinitely more in it 
than the stubborn insistence— 
undoubtedly proper though it is 
—upon the fulfilment of the 
bonds into which the debtor 
nations have entered. ‘The 
British Note which preceded 
payment of the December instal- 
ment emphasised not so much 
‘the inconvenience of it from the 
British point of view, but the 
danger to not only the United 
States but the world at large.

To all 
practical intents and’ purposes 
hoarged gold in cireum- 
stances is of little more use to

J Japanese Preparations to Clear Western Line 
of the C.E.R. 


H : Harbin, Dee. 28. 


‘The Japanese Military Command 
announce that they.are now going 
to take strong measures to clear 
‘the whole of ‘the Eastern side of 
Manchuria from, insurgents and 
bandits, and for this purpose they 
‘are at’ present arranging for @ 
mass attack, similar to that made 
on the Western Line and thus drive 
the whole of, the former: Chinese 
forces across the frontier into Soviet 
territory. 

‘The Japanese have requested the 
Chinese “Eastern “Railway to. give| 
fem, trains and lecomatives “for 
‘the purpose of carrying troops ai 
Supplies gh Gp to ne stontier 
station of Pogranichnaya, but as It 
Was an arrangement between Soviet 
Russia and Japan that no Japanese 
{Hoops should proceed further than 
the station of Hailin, the matter 
has been referred to’ the.

Government’ by’ the Harbin Soviet 
Consul ‘General, 

Tt is, not expected that, Moscow 
Yl object to the proposal as the 
Soviet side of the board are sick ab 
the long suspension of traffic to 
Vladivostok and as they themselves 
Et ring troops in to clear 
the line, noone else except. the 
Japanese forces can do it, all the 
Manchukuo guards up to the pre-

‘The idea of the Japanese is to

‘Year's Day, but while on the western 
Jine ‘the Chinese foryes were in

‘Two New Hospitals Set Down 
As Urgent Matters. 


The Health Committee has been 
giving consideration to the recom- 
Imendations of the Hospital and 
Nursing Services Commission, whose 
report was published on August 27, 
1982, and upon its advice the Coun- 
il has approved, subject. to re- 
ference to the Finance Committeo, 
the inclusion in the 1938 Budget of 
the following appropriations: 
Western Fever Hospital Tis. 150,000; 
Mental Hospital Tis, 50,000; 
Laundry Tis. 10,600. 

‘The Commission, in dealing with 
Isolation Hospital’ accommedation, 
recommended that a hospital be 
Jerected on the “Island Site” (Great 
Western, Tifeng and Bubbling Well 
Roads) and that it be known as the 
Western Fever Hospital, admitting 
patients of any nationality prepared 
to conform to hospital regulations. 
Further, the Commission recom: 
mended’ that this hospital should 
Jcontain approximately 160 beds, 
some apportioned to minor as well 
ax major infectious diseases; and 
that in addition to paying beds, it 
should have certain free beds” in 
accordance with the necessities of 
‘the population served. 

‘The Health Committee in con- 
sidering the recommendations of the 
Hospital Commission decided to 

ise the Couneil to inelude in the 
1933 Budget provision for the more 
urgent proposals. The erection of 
the Western Fever Hospital was 
regarded as urgently necessary and 
accordingly the Committee recom- 
mended that an appropriation of 
Ts. 160,000, reprecenting a portion 
lof the cost, be included in the 
Budget. 

A Committee of the Hospital 
(Commission enquired into the Mental 
Hospital accommedation and recom- 
mended that a new Mental Hos: 
pital be established with a 
total of 100 to 150 beds to take 
temporary eare of acute cases. 
Further, the Committee stated that 
this hospital should be 0 planned 
that its capacity could conveniently 
be doubled at a future date. The 
Committee also recorded that it

{foreign and Chinese patients, but if
